Coal is expected to stand in solid during this 
ijse, for utilities are said to be improving coal-burning 
jfficiency markedly. 
The prospects in this coal market are so substantial

,on coking coal. Fuel researchers already have led to 
sharp cuts in the amount used. More advances are 
looked for soon. 
;Most significant, some industry scientists are talk­ 
ing of doing away with coke altogether in the reduc­ 
tion of iron ore. 
Eew industries could sustain the multiple blows dealt 
to coal already, and still survive. 
At war’s peak, the railroads took 125 million tons in 
a year, but today, almost fully dieselized. they consume 
two or three million tons annually. Ocean going ships 
have cut their coal use. 
Retail deliveries for Residential and industrial heat- 
have dropped to about a third of 1949 levels, as 
competing fuels have pushed coal out. 
*T)ur huge coal export market has shrunk 
greatly 
With the redevelopment of European mines, especially 
the rich reserves in convenient Communist Poland. 
Japan’s purchases of our coke have been a saving 
bright spot. 
The wonder is not that coal is so sick but that, reel­ 
ing from these blows, it is relatively so well. As it is, 
afjalysts are persuaded that coal output, off 80 to 90 
million tons a year from good levels, can soon find a 
gradual upward slope.

The next - ranking certainty 
is that the Adm inistration’s first 
dem and of the new Congress 
will 
be for a tax reduction bill. 
What sort of a m easure will 
be asked and what its im pact 
on the deficit t$15 billion is one 
figure that has been m entioned> 
rem ains obscure. Some Adminis 
tration advisers, who fear Con­ 
gress m ay balk over such a 
m assive increase, are suggest­ 
ing one tax reduction bill this 
year and another next - when 
they should realize that one is 
all they are likely to get. Nor 
should the Congress welcome a 
recom m endation to apply 
the 
bulk of the reduction on indivi­ 
dual income taxes and what is 
left to easing 
the 
corporate 
rate. 
The only conscionable tax . re­ 
duction program in the lace ol 
continuing deficit spending m ust 
be dedicated to the stimulation 
of tiie economy - rather than 
m erely to leaving more spending 
money in the pants pockets of 
the largest num ber of voters. 
'Hie 
argum ent over cutting 
the lowest brackets to “create 
purchasing power” versus cut­ 
ting all brackets to spur new in­ 
vestm ent as well -hould be set­ 
tled by tlie fact that purchas­ 
ing power has been growing as 
steadily in recent years as in­ 
vestm ent has been declining. 
The need of the hour is for 
business 
encouragem ent, 
not 
m erely tax reduction. Moreover, 
a 
complete. 
comprehensive, 
carefully . thought - out pro­ 
gram for economic growth is al­ 
ready fam iliar to Congress an i 
to thoughtful Americans. This 
is the bipartisan m easure in­ 
troduced by Rep. II. H. Baker 
of Tennessee and Rep. A. S. 
Ilerlong, Jr., of Florida, and 
providing for graduated reduc­ 
tion in all tax brackets over a 
five - year period. 
It would impose a minimum 
shock 
on 
Federal 
revenues 
with an estim ated $2.7 billion 
reduction 
in 
individual 
taxes 
and $1 billion in corporate taxes. 
Equally im portant, in view 01 
the urgency of tax relief, the 
Herlong - Baker Bill is reaay 
to-go. There is nothing in the 
m easure contrary to Adminis­ 
tration oolicles.

At lea-t 40 special agents of 
the FBI have been saturating

J. Edgar Hoover’s

But it is not the m urder alone 
which keeps the

trail government investigators.

This story begins when the 
opposition United Ticket group,

The tribulations of the “sick” coal industry are not 
over, but some economic analysts see a happier future 
for coal in the years to 1970 and beyond. 
The cheerful forecasts are related, not surprisingly. 
to the 
country’s 
continuing 
immense 
population 
growth. As our numbers m ultiply, the need for electric 
power— heavily reliant today upon coal— bounds up­ 
ward in m atching stride. 
When World War II ended, the power companies 
were taking 71 million tons of coal a year for their 
steam -generating plants. In 1960 they took 173 million 
tons, well over 40 per cent of total U. S. output. Utilities 
now are by far the biggest coal users. 
Some forecasters think electric power output will be 
doubled in less than two decades as population spirals 
up and up and constantly new uses for power are con­ 
ceived. Coal is expected to stand in solid during this 
iyse. for utilities are said to be improving coal-burning 
•fficiency markedly. 
The prospects in this coal market are so substantial 


jb l s to more than offset anticipated declines in a field 
Tthe industry long thought a sure outlet: iron and 
steel. 
Not yet widely realized is the fact that basic process­ 
ing of these metals is becoming steadily less dependent 
cm coking coal. Fuel researchers already have led to 
sharp cuts in the am ount used. More advances are 
looked for soon. 
Most significant, some industry scientists are talk­ 
ing of doing away with coke altogether in the reduc­ 
tion of iron ore. 
Few industries could sustain the multiple blows dealt 
to coal already, and still survive. 
At w ar’s peak, the railroads took 125 million tons in 
a year, but today, almost fully dieselized, they consume 
two or three million tons annually. Ocean going ships 
have cut their coal use. 
Retail deliveries for iesidential and industrial heat­ 
ing have dropped to about a third of 1949 levels, as 
com pet ing fuels have pushed coal out. 
’ Our huge coal export market has shrunk 
greatly 
With the redevelopment of European mines, especially 
tile rich reserves in convenient Communist Poland. 
Japan’s purchases of our coke have been a saving 
bright spot. 
The wonder is not that coal is so sick but that, reel­ 
ing from these blows, it is relatively so well. As it is. 
analysts are persuaded that coal output, off 80 to 90 
m illion tons a year from good levels, can soon find a 
gradual upward slope. 
» Perhaps every mine should erect a model oi a steam- 
generating plant as a modest monument to remind all 
concerned what has kept an ailing industry from dying 
altogether.

Newark, N. J.: — A n g r y

sters olficials have been throw­ 
ing around governm ent investi­ 
gators. 
At least 40 special agents of 
the FBI have been saturating 
the northern section 
of 
this 
state since 
young 
Team sters 
rebel 
Walter 
Glookner 
was 
gunned down in a nearby town. 
J. E dgar Hoover’s 
men 
can 
move into the 
state 
because 
(Buckner was atop the list of 
Federal witnesses prepared for 
the extortion trial of Team sters 
^international 
vice 
president 
Tony 'P ro! Provenzano. 
But it is not the m urder alone 
which kerns the 
federals 
in 
this city and 
in 
the 
crim e 
jungles 
of 
surrounding 
com­ 
m unities. The Justice Dept, has 
been investigating private de­ 
tectives hired by Tony Pro’s 
giant local 560 to investigate and 
trail governm ent investigators. 
Not content with probing into 
governm ent 
activities, 
Tony 
Pro also tapped their conversa­ 
tions in at least one special con­ 
ference. 
This story begins when the 
opposition United Ticket group, 
of which Glockner was a lead­ 
er, 
protested 
the 
December 
election 
of 
Provenzano 
and 
company. The regional office 
of the Labor D ept’s Bureau of 
Labor-M anagem ent Reports *B- 
LMR' 
subpenaed 
the 
local’s 
books and records. Of course 
the 
local fought 
this 
in the 
federal courts. However, Fed­ 
eral 
Judge 
Thom as 
Meany 
ruled that the books m ust be 
opened to the B ureau’ compli­ 
ance officers. But he did add
